Mra. Crancher's periadionl “foppings.” Notwith.
rtanding the grotesqueness with which the char-
poter of the man I lnvested, In the charmng
wiyle of the inimitable suthor, its hideous
deformity s made so conspieuons that we
eannosi<ontomplate It withoul mingled fealings
of pity end disgust—pity that any man, idea)
though he be, ehould be #o debased as to prey
npon thedesd tor a livelihood, and di=gust at
tue thoroughness ot his debasement.

But in the estimation of the world, however
shnllow 1t -may be, men are only good or bad,
worthy to be esteemed or worthy to be despised,
by comparisen. The only test of excellence is a
sliding seale, and the best of men rarely bother
thelr heads to enjorn conformity to an inflexible
standard of morality. In fuct, the moral law
varies with the intitude and longitude of places:
and wnat would bie tolerable in Paris would be
shocking to the moral sensibilities of Philadel-
phis. Neverbheless, there are crimmes that,
throughont the civilized world, awaken, by their
recital, & genersl feeling of horror and indigna-
tion. One touch of conscience, a8 of nature,
mnkes the whole world kin.

A crime which has alwaye been held in uni-
versal detestation—and which yel, so far as can
be ascertained, has always been practised among
civilized peaple, sinee the necessities of anatomy
first made It “pay”—ig the resurrection of the
dead, which legal enactments bhave pever been
able to prevent, though they have so hedved it
nbout with danger, that they who follow it must
needs be men of most abandonoed and desperate
Aptures,

Al Philadelphians bave heard or known, that
in past years the reswrrectioniets plied their ne-
farious trade in this cify, With considerable
audacity and success, The tales of their dork
decds you live to emliven social conversution,
and give a welrd atiractiveness to the budeet of
nursery-tales, Indeed, most of the children are
better informed in this department of our loc al
history than the grown-up generation.

In the same conuection, the traditions of the
Almghouse are revived; and the feeling of indig-
nation and horror which prevailed in the com-
munity about ten years sgo, at the discovery
thst the Jdead bodies of the paupers had been
wold as merchandise to medical and surgieal col-
leges, for anatomical purposes, Is still fregh in
the minds of the people,

How may Philadelphians know or ruess that
the deeds of the resurrectionists are more thao a
horrible tralition?! How many of us, in our
quaintest dreams, have ever dreamed that Jerry
Cruncher,.—the sctusl Jerry, alive and in the
fleeh—abides among us; walks through the
streets of our quiet law-abiding eity by day, and
prowls like o beast ot prey through our still and
solemn gravevards by night ¥ The fact is even
e0; but worse than any beast of preyis Jerry
Cruncher, for beasts of prey will never harm Lhe
dead.

The race of resurrcetionists, o far as Phils-
delpbin is concerned, I8 by no means extinet,
The number of men engaged in the infamous
vocstion is, of course, very small. In fact, they
scarcely exceed n corporal's guard, Without
exception they are men of brutal instincts, lost
to all sense of shame, and having no fear bat the
fear of the law before their eyes, Without ex-
ception, too, they are men of intemperate habits
—with whom the craving for strong drink has
overcome every honest impulse, and uprooted
every sentiment of self-respect that may ever
have had existence in thelr natores,

It is a eingular fact, too, that the “body.
snatchers" are, a8 o rule, & cowardly, supersii-
tious set of fellows, They never think of paying
% nocturnal visit to a cemetery without pre-
viously fortifying the inner man with *‘eaun de
vie;" and they never go on such an expedition
alope, but always '‘in couples nnd groups,” like
the dancers at the ball of Mr. Lanigan,

ANl of these men have tales to unfold caleu-
lated to harrow up the soul and {reeze the young
blood, and wake each particular halr of & super-
stitlous head stand up on end. Of course their
marvellous experiences arz altogether the effects
of a lively imagination disturted by bad whisky,
and their narratives are & tissue of fancy, exsg.
geration, and ofttimes braggadocia,

A soulless wretch who has snatched five or six
bodies from their earthy resting-pluce, and torn
from them the clinging cerements, in which per-
hape loved hands enfolded them, and loved eyes
looked upon them, no longer feels a bit of
scruple about the business, He does his work us
methodieally as & sexton, and with as little in-
ward qualms. He becomes hardened and im.
bruied, and is it for anything.

For the most part, they are only novices in the
business who fancy it sttended with superns-
tural revelations. As the thief doth fear each
buth an officer, =0 doth the “green" body-
snatcher dread each rusthng leal as the footfal)
of a ghosl.

Apropos of our weird subject, the late Doctor
MecMurtrie, Professor of Physics and Anatomy in
the Central High Bchool, used to tell a curious
local story, According to the Doctor, & resur
rectionist paid & professional visit one midmght
to & graveyard, whete the body of a gentleman
who had died suddenly, from natural csuses, it
was supposed, had been interred. The gentle,
man had been in affluent cirocumstances. The

unsolved mystery of his desth had rendered pos
sesalon of his remaing, for purposes of dissection,
& matter of interest to some medicsl students
from the “sunny SBouth, who sccordingly hired
& Jerry Cruncher to resurrect fit. The
Oruncher, keeping up his spirits by [pouring
#pirits down, worked bruvely for an hour, with
o, uutowand jpoident,

He had nothing to fear, forhe wae an old hand
#t the besiness, and the “spigita” in the black
bottle that he placed againet a tombstone, and
fraquently invoked, kept off all othors of o super
natural aberacter. The grave was fresh, the soml
wis ioose.and the sharp spade, in brawny hands,
#00n made s clearing to the coffip.

The lid iswemoved with n= little noise as pos
sible. What horror! The dead man rises in his
voffin to a sithing posture! The affrighted resar
roctionist flings spade away, forgets his costund
botile, and sealing the wall of the ermetary, pale
adthe uncoflined man he leaves bebind, he flees
as tor his life.

Tt was & chill Beptember night, and sitting in
one's grave-clothes, tive feet below the surfuce
of mankind, is decidedly unplessant. The gen.
teman, #o the story run, had been buried alive
while in a stute of tronce,and was revived by
the combined effeets of the cold mir and the
shock of ditintersnent. Possibly, too, the dura-
tion of his denth-sleep was st an end st this par
ticular moment. At any rate, be went home;
and, having no latch-key, was compellod to ring
up the tamily,

The folks at home were, 0f conrse, aziounded
sl his resurroction from the dead. At the tme
the affair created quite s local sensation. Sub
sequently the gentlemnn made every effort to
nscertain the individual whe had done him the
good turn, although from motives most despi-
cable, He even offered in the public priots a
reward of five hundred dollars to the ** friend in
need,” if the unknown party woulu reveal harm.
But the unknown was too sharp, He feared to
disclose Kiv identity, lost the luw should Iny its
heavy hand upon his shoulder. 8o the seoret
has never transpired.

The men engaged in body-smatching in this
oity mrely make an exclusive business of it,
Bometimes for n tortnight, or & month, they will
not have a job, In the meantime Lhey turn
their hand to anything, should necessity compel
them, The craft bave u recognized boss, who
mikes engagements, and hires them for the (nl
flilment. The “'boss" (s acharacter. He goes by
the name of “Jimmy,” and lives in the benighted
region of Bedford street, above Sixth, He is s
blearedseyed. unshorn, dissipated s man ns ever
daylight shone npon. He may be known, in
part, by a pair of shoit-legged boots he wears,
with the trousers alwavs stuffed into them, 1t
ia rarely, too, that Jimmy i seen without his
“cudheen.”

Jimmy has been at this business lor years—
how many is not known., He ig well acquuinted
with the ins and outs of slmost every graveyaud
in the city, It is said that he is on confidentinl
terms with several of ine sextons and superin
tendents,

Jimmy and his conireres opervate systemati-

enlly, They always chioose the dark nighis; if
they happen to be rainy no matter, As we have
enld, they always work by two. One *‘burker”
(in England they are oplled burkers, after
Burke, & notorious body-grabber), effects en.
trance into the graveyard, and commenced 0
dig at the head of the grave 4 space about two
and-a-hall feet square,
An hour or so suflices to reach the coidin, the
head of which is broken in. Then, with o long
hook, the body is pulled up, wrapped in a durk
covering, und hastily conveyed to & contederate,
who has a wagon in waiting. The wagon of
course has not been kept standing all the time
in front of the cemetery, but has been driven up
and down, to avoid suspicion. The wagon is
driven rapidly away, the grave filled up as
before, and the job, wnich pays about fifty dol-
lInre, is completed.

The business of resurrecting, however, has
sorn it best days, and iz rapidly passing out of
existence, Compared with former times it Is
quite insigunilicant in estent and profits, In fact,
it is beginning no longer to payjbut in exceptional
cases, where persons have died from extraordi-
nary or peculiar silments, for which sclence
could not account, The disseoting-rooms can
now zenerally obtain all the subjects they desive
through the legitimate channels, without on-
eouraging an 1llegitimute and burbarous traflic,
The day will speedily arrive when the resurrec-
tionist, like the gum-man, the child-stealer, and
the bounty-jumper, will live ogly i our local
traditions,

Why he Is Held itn Confinemsnt, nund
why he has nuet beem Tried-—-¥he
Oharges Against Him: Treason, in-
clting Assassinaiion, snd Murder of
Union Prisoners—tle Should be Tried
Before s Ulvil Court in Virginla—Ulitefl
Justice Ohase Declines for an Iadefi-
nite Ferlod to Hold any Court there—
Attormey-Genernl Npesd Thinks it is
not Practieable teo have such a Trial
8t Present—The Conrges Against Other
PFromineat Traitors,

WasmiNeTos, January 10.—=The Presilont
to-day trupsmitted to the Senate a message in
reply to a resolution calling upon him to inform
that body upon what chisrges Jeflerson Davis is
confinea und why he is not brought to trial,

Tue President encloses reports from the Secre-
tary of War and Attorney-General. and at the
same time invites the attention of the Senate to
that portion of his aonual message which refers
to Congress the question connected with the
holding of Circuit Courts of the United States
within the distriots where their authormty hus
been intercapted:—

War DerarTaesT, January 4, 1806, —Sir:—In
reply lo the annexed Beowte resolutions, passed
December 21, 15056, referred to me by you fomre
port, 1 have the honor to state—First. That Jer-
jerson Davie was captured by Umted States
troove in the State of Ueorgia, on or about the
tenth asy of May, 16806, snd by order of this De-
partment hag been and now 18 confined in For-
tress Monroe, to abide such usction as may be
taken by the pruger uwuthorities of the United
States Government,

Second, That he bas not been arraigned apon
any indictment or formal charge of crime, but
has been indiwcted for the orime of high treason
by the Grand Jury of the District of Columbia,
which inaiotment i now pending in the Supreme
Court of tne ssid Instrict, He is also charged
with the erime of inciting the psspssingtion of
Abraham Lincoln, snd with the murder ol
Uninn prisoners of wur, by starvation snd
other barbarous apd cruel treatment towards

qgﬁl.‘]' The President deeming it expedient
that Jeffercon Davis should first be put upon his
trinl belore # competent court and jury for the
crime of trepson, he was advised by the law
ofiicer of the Government that the most proper

lnce for sueh trial was 1n the State of Virginia,

ut Btate 1= within the fudicial circult nssigned
to the Chief Justice of the Bupreme Couri, who
has held ro court there sinee the spprehension of
Davis, and who deolines for an lndafiniie period
to biold any court there,

The maiters above stuted are, so faras Tam
informed, the remsons for holding Jeiferson
Davis in confinement, and why he bas not been
put upon trisl,

Fourth. Besides Jefferson Davis, the followi

reons, who seted us officers of the Rebe
iovernment, are imprisoned, to wit:—~Clement

| G, Clay, st Portrese Monroe, charged sm
other tiulum- with treason, with mphmﬂfa
the murder of Mr. Lincoln, and with oreanizing
bands of pirates, robbers, and murderers in
Cansda, to burn the cities and ravage the com-
merce and_consts of loyal States on the Hritish
frontier. D. L. Yulee at Fort Pulaskl, charged
with treason while holding & seat in the Benate
of the United Statos, aud with plotting to cap-
ture the forts and arsenals of the United
States, and with ineiting war und rebellion
against  the Government, & K. hhller{h
at Fort Lafuyette, charged with treason,'and with
organizing and seitiog on oot pirsti expedi-
flone against tye United Blates commerce and
marine on the high seas, Other offlcers of thoe
so-called Confedernte Governmoent, urrestod and
imprisoned, have been released on parole to
abide the action of the Government in reference
10 this prosecution, and that for alleged offenses,
on their appliestion for amnesty and pardon.
Among these are 8, A. Trenholm, Sccrotary of
the Treasury; John A, Campbell, Assistant Secre-
tary of War; Jamed A, Seddon. Seeretiary of War;
John H, Reagan, Postmuster-General; R M. T.
Hunter, Senator; Alexander H, Siephens, Vice
President: and sundry other persons of less note.

Arrorsgy-GeNenar's Orpicn, January 4, 1866,
—To the President.—Slr: —1 have the honor to
acknowledge the receipt from you of a copy of
the resolution of the Seuate of the United
States, of date the ?1stof December, 18565, In
that resolution the Senate reepectlully reguoests
to be informed upon what charged and for what
reasons Jefforson Duvis s #till held in confine-
ment, and why he hus not been put npon trial.

When the war was at its erisls Jefforson Davls,
the Commander-n-Chief of the army of the in-
surgeuts, was tuken prisoner, with other promi
nent Rebels, by the military torees of the United
States, It was the duty of the militury forces
0 to take them, They have boen heretofore,
and wre yet held a8 prisoners of war. Though
active hostilities have censed, a state of war still
exista in the territory In rebeilion. Until peace
shall come in faet, and in luw, they ean right-
tully be hold as prisoners of war,

have ever thouzht that trials for treason
cannot be held before a military tribunal, The
civil conrts have alone jurisdiction of that erime,
The qunestion then arises, Where and when must
the trials thereot be beld ¥ In that clause of the
Congtitution mentioned in the resolution of the
Sennte, it is plainly written that they most be
held in the State sand district wherein the orime
shall have been committed. 1 know that many
persons] of learning and ability entertmn the
opinion that the commander-in-chiet of the Rebel
armies should be regarded as eonstructionally
l:m*ent. with all the insurgeuts who prosecuted
1ostilities, and made ralds upon the northern
and southern borders of the loyal Btates.

This doetrine ol constructive presence, carried
out 1o its logical consequence, wourd make all
who had been connected with the Rebel armies
liable to trial in any State and district into
which any portion of these armies had made the
slightest lucursion. Not being persusded of the
correctness of that opinion, but regarding the
doctrine mentioned as 1if donbtiul, constitu-
tionally, I have thought it not proper to advise
you to cause eriminul proceedings to be insti-
tited against Jetlersou Davis or any other insur.
gen: in the Siater or dwstrict2 in wheh they
were not actuully present duning the prosecution
ol hostilities,

Some prominent Rebels were personally pre-
sent at the invasion ot Marylsnd and Pennsyl-
viania, out all or nearly sll of them received
military paroles upon the surrender ot the Rebel
armice. Whilet I think that those paroles are
not an nltimate pretection for prosccutions for
high treason, I have thought that it woula be a
violation of the parvles to prosecute those per-
gons lor crimes betore the political power of the
Governmeny has arocluimed that the Rebellion
lins been suppressed,

It fullows, trom what I have said, that I am of
tbe opinion thal Jefierson Davis and others ot
e insurgents ought to be tried in some one of
the States or districts in which they may be
charged. Though active hostlities ung flagrant
war have not tor some time existed between the
United States and the insnrgents, pescernl rela-
tions between the Government and the people
in the States and distriets in vepellion bhave not
yet been fully restored. None of the justices of
the Bupreme Court have held eircutt vourts in
these States nnd districts since sotual hostilities
ceased,

When the conrts are open, and ull liws can be
peacerully adminletered and enforced in those
States whose people rebelled azainst the Govern-
ment, when thus peace shall come in fact and in
iaw, the persons now held in mibitiry custody as
{lmum-rs wl war, and who may not have been
ried and conviewed tor ofienses against the
laws of war, should be transferred to the cns-
tody of whe civil authorities of the proper dis-
tricts, to be wmed tor such high eorimes and
misdemeanors a8 may be alleged agninst thewm.

I think it is the plain duty ol the President to
canse criminal prosccutions to be instituted be-
fore the proper tnbunals aod at all proper times,
ngainst some of those who were mainly instru-
mental 1 innugurating, and most conspicuous
in conducting the late hostilities, 1 should re-
gard it as a diretul calamity, il many whom the
sword has spared, the law should spare also;
but 1 would deem it a more direful calamity nhl(
il the Executive, in performing his constitu-
tional duty of bringing these persons before the
bux of jugtice to answer tor their erimes, should
violate the plain meanng of the Constitution or
Infringe in the least particular the living spirit
of that instroment,
